The Military Police, Camp Cropper, Baghdad, Irag, APO AE 09342 (CCBD) reported an 
attended death of a detainee at the 21st Combat Support Hospital (CSH), CCBL 
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Investigation disclosed Mr. ATLAH was admitted to the 21st CSH after suffering a heart attack 
where he was treated from 26 Nov to 2 Dec 06 for atherosclerotic cardiovascular disease. On 2 
Dec 06, Mr. ATLAH suffered a heart attack during treatment and died as a result. An autopsy 
was conducted and determined the cause of death was acute myocardial infarction (heart attack) 
and the manner of death was natural. The findings of this investigation are consistent with that 
opinion.

Dr Ista that on 27 Nov 06, 
fr. fi was brought to the CSH after complaining of chest pains and it was determined after 
examination that he experienced an acute myocardial infarction (heart attack). > aa 
stated that Mr. ATIAH was later admitted and received treatment over the next few days. Dr. 
Lee) tated that on 2 Dec 06, Mr. ATIAH's condition worsened when his blood pressure 
dropped and he became unresponsive. Life saving measures were administered to Mr, ATIAH 
but all efforts to resuscitate him were unsuccessful. Mr. ATIAH was pronounced dead by Dr. 
ONTOS): 951, 2 Dec 06. Mr. ATIAH was prescribed Plavix, Lovenox, Metoprolol, 
Asinopnl, Zocor, and Nitroglycerin. At the ime of Mr. ATLAH’s death, he was being processed 
for release as a “Detainee” under compassionate considerations, but had yet to be approved.

ATIAH.
